RravDinG, Pa, April 26.—The boycotted St. 
Louis stove patterns reached this city today. 
Orr, Painter & Co., employizg 390 stove hands, 
have informed the National Manufactarera’ 
Defense association thatthey would not close 
their works against the molders for refusing 
to handle St. Louis patterns. The effect of this 
isthat the firm will B® required in fatare to 
stand alone and independent of the Defense 
association, Their molders agreed today not 
tomake a demand toran increase. Sixty 
molders employed at Mouut Penn's stove 
works in this city also agreed to remain at 
work. At Rogers’ Ford fonr firms belong to 
the Defense association. They employ alto- 
gether about 600 hands and say that if they 
atk the men to work on St. Louis stove pyt- 
terns they wili pay satisfactcry wages. Tho 
indications are that there will be no strike in 
this section. 

Syracuse, N. Y., April 26.—Forty molders 
employed by the Syracuse Stove company 
struck last night when asked to work en: boy- 
cotted patterns. Thirty-five molders eom- 
hloyed in the Heme Stove works at l‘alton, N.

A MOTION TO GO INTO COMMITTEE 
ON THE COERCION BILL. 


Mr. Gladstone Asks Saifour to Furnish a Memoran. 
Gum of the Awful Crimes in Ireland Claimed by 
the Tories-The Schreebsies Affeir — 

News Notes from Europe, 


Loxpon, April 26.—Mr. Gladstone was in- 
correctly reported to have said, in his speech 
against Mr. Goschen’s budget last evening, that 
he believed the country was adding £100,000,- 
060 per annum to her wealth.. What he said 
was that he believed the country was becom- 
ing richer than ever, that she had added 
£100,000,000 to her wealth in recent years. 

When a motion was made inthe house of 
chapmons this evening to go into committee on 
the ccercion bill, Mr. Reid, liberal, member for 
Dumfries, meved thatthe house decline to 
proceed with any measure directed againet 
tenants combining for relief until fall meas- 
ure for their relief from excessive rents was 
presented in parliament. 

Shaw Lefevre, liberal member for Central 
Bradford, seconded Mr. Reid’s motion. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
the government must oppose any amendment. 
The bill was meant to put down crime that no 
cotntry in Europe would tolerate, and the gov- 
ernment would not tolerate it twenty-four 
hours after the passage of the méasure. 

Mr. Gladstene asked whether Balfour would 
furnish a memorandum skowing upon what 
principle the police — crime in Ire- 
land, 

Mr. Balfour said he would furnisha memo- 
randum giving the desired information. 

Viecount Wolmer, in the course of a speech, 
referred to the chargesagainst Mr. Parnell and 
asked why libel action had not been opened 
egainst the Times. He said that Mr. Parnell, 
unless the charges were proved to be -trua, 
could not only get enormous damages from his 
calomuiators, butatthe same time couid aim a 
dexdly blow at the ynionist cause. If an ac- 
tion was not com ced, the people cou!d not 
be blamed for drawing the worst conclusions 
sexinst the Parneliites. 

Mr. Harripgton deprecated the spirit that 
hed been imparted to the debate. He had 
thought that the word of a mau who had never 
yeti been proven guilty of falsehood would 
bave been taken anywhere. If it suited the 
couservatives to repeat their offensive insinua- 
tions and continne the same offensive methods, 
then their opponents could hardly be held an- 
owerabdle fur their temper in meeting the 
cbarges. [Parnellite cheers.} Similar insuits 
aud caiumnies have been met ia former times 
ina very different manner fiom that adopted 
nowedays. (Cheers. | 

Mr. Harrington then proceeded to critic'se 
the bill. 

The government proposas an altcrnative to 
the bankruptcy clauses of the laud bill giviag 
county judges power, in cases of necessity, to 
make arrangements between tenants aod cred- 
iters without recourse to bankruptcy. 

The debate in the house of commons tonight 
was languid. Speakers repeated old arguments 
and the honse was inattertive. Aninterasting 
incident occurred, however, resulting from a 
question put by Mr. James L. Carroll, member 
for north Kildare, a national, who asked what 
W.H. Smith meant by the association of the 
vational league with “cowardly assas:ins, who 
were tyrannizing over peaceful peasants,” 

ju answer tothe ingniry Mr. Smith stated 
thet ithe phrase occuried iu a letter written ty 
his secretary. He himself had said nothing, 
bot he accepted the responsibility for the lan- 
guage used. 

‘Tbe question was then asked: 

“What did Mr. Smith mean by coupling 
Gladstonians with the ‘avowed enemies of 
England?’ ” 

Mr. Smith again admitted that this phriss 
had been used by his seeretary ina letter which 
he himself had notscen. He declined to bs 
explicit as te the meaning of the expression: 
but referred his questioners to the columns of 
the United Ireland. 

Mr. Smith's remarks gave rise to considera- 
bie excitement and diserder, and a serious row 
was imminent, but the speaker interfered and 
succeeded in restoring peace. The lidorals are 
dissatisfied, however, and will insist uponma 
formal explamation by Mr. Smith. The gov- 
ernment has decided to apply the cloture on 
Thursday if the opposition persists in prolong- 
ing the débate. 

Messrs. Mundella and Dillon criticized the 
erimes and iand bills, Mr. Dillon said that 
the Irish people were crowding emigrant 
ships as fast as they could be borne away. If, 
instead of giving substantial relief, the govern- 
ment persisted 1n offering the] detestable and 
contemptible .mockery found in the land bill, 
some people, in despair would seek refuge in 

America, while others, courageous enough to 
remain at home, wonld seek refuge in some 
sort of ccmbination, if not openly, then sec- 
reily. | 

Of 203 amendments to the crimes bill al- 
ready noticed, the Parnellites have contributed 
&8, the Gladttonians 69, conservatives 35 and 
unionists 8. . None bave yet been made in the 
names of either Gladstonian or Parnellite 
leaders, and probably 100 more amend ments 
will be added before Thursday. The unionists 
have still to meet to decide their course of ac- 
tion in the committee stage. Lord Hartington 

will eonsult Lord Salisbury with regards to his 
views. The unionists are dissatisfied with the 
distritution ef benefits proposed by the Isnd 
bill, which they regard as unfair, and they 
are agitating for a revision of the bill in that 
ret pect. 

Mr, Gladstone met labor members of parlia- 
ment at a private dinner this evening. He was 
called upon for a speech and responded briefly. 
His remarks were mainly devoted to the qaes- 
tion ef reducing election expenses and throw- 
ing charges on retes. Referring to the relations 
between the liberalsand Parnellites, hs said 
that he had received only one letter from Mr. 
Parnell in his life. 

Earl Spencer, speaking at an anti-coercion 
demonstration in south London, reiterated his 
disbelief that there was any connection be- 
tween the Parnellites.and the outrages in Ire- 
Isnd. If the liberals were to bs denounced for 
their dcalings with the Parnellites how 
could Lord Carnarvon, who had 
sought Mr. Parnell’s advice and 
assistance, escape censure, He denied that the 
Gladstonians advocated separation or tried to 
shield criminals. If the unionists believed the 
Parnellites to be rnffians, why did they offer to 
ev. trust them with any local government what- 
ever. He advised that an cudeavor be mate to 
renuite the liberals. 

In conelusion, he said that Ireland could only 
be reconciled to Great Britain by the same 
treatment that Canada and Australia had re- 


“ceived; that the American colonies had been 


dcnied. A letter was read from Mr. Gladstone 
in which he said the peace of Ireland and the 
hc nor of England are alike involved in the de- 
feat of the uncxampled coercion bill,

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THESCHNAEBELES AFFAIR. 


France znd Germany Inguiring Iato the 
Biatter. 


Panis, April 26.—Cabinet council was held 


to consider the Schnaebeles atfuir. M. Flourens, 
minister of foreign affairs, read a long dispatch 
from L. Herbectte, French ambassador at Beriia, 
describing an interview he had hadiwith Count 
Herbert Bismarck at the German foreign min- 
ister’s in relation to the arrest of M.Schnabeles. 
In view of this interview, the cabinet tele- 
giapbed fresh orders to 6M. Herbette. 

A dispatch from Berlin says, that M. Her 
bette yesterday presented to Count Herbert 
Bismarek a complete. statement of the French 
side of the Schnaebelos case. Count Herbert 
stated that the German foreign office had not 
yet received all the documents bearinz on the 
German side ofthe case. The dispatch also 
says that itis reported that Herr Von Puttra- 
mer, minister of justice for Alsace-Lorraine, 
has been instrocted to make an entirely fresh 
investigation of the affair. 

ViENWrA, April 26.—Itis reported that the 
French goverament will, if French aad Gar- 
men secoynts of the Schnaebeles affair prove 
ir1« concilable, propose to submit the matter to 
the king.ef Belgium for arbitration.

| THE STATUE OF CALHOUN 


UNVEILED IN THE PRESENCE OF 
THOUSANDS. 

A Great Dey in Obarleaton—Thousands of Visitors in 
tke City—The Route of the Procession Lined 
With Crowds of @prevators-The Brilli- 
ant Speech of Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., April 26.—More giorious 
weather than marks Calhoun’s day could not 
be imagined. There was not a cloud in the 
esky; the dust was laid and the atmosphere 
eocled by yesterday's heavy rains. This morn- 
ing, at early dawn, the streets were fall of 
people, including a large number of strangers, 
Immense throngs gathered on the Battery to 
witness the formation of the procession, which 
wes one of the largest and grandest ever seen 
in Charleston. 

The procession moved from the Battery a 
little after noon, proseeding directly up Meet- 
ing street a mile and a half ‘to Marion 
equare, where the Calhoun monument is situa- 
ted, and where a stage capable of holding one 
thousand people had been erected for the orator 
and especially invited guests. The procession 
was formed as follows:

The military display was magnificent, in- 
cluding many companies from the interior of 
the staie, and numerous military bands, both 
city and country.

The celebration was an event to which the 
people of the state have looked forward 
for many years, and large numbers 
came, therefore, from every part of the state 
to take part in or witness the proceedings. 
The entire populationof the city also tarned 
out en masse, the result being a parade and an 
assemblage of sightseers, such asis rarely wit- 
nessed in the sonth. The namber of men in 
ranks in the various military and civic associa- 
tions is estimated at five thousand, 

The line of march extendedfrom ths Battery 
up Meeting street to Marion square, the site of 
the statue,and the whole* route was lined 

bith dense throngs of people who overflowed 
the sidewalksand filled the doorways, win- 
dows exd balconies from basement to attic of 
every building. The number of spectators 
along the route was not less than 20,000, and 
the crowd that gathered around the statue 
was but little lees. There wasa liberal dis- 
play of bunting every where, the United States 
flag occupying # conspicuous place in the col- 
umn, on houses and on the speaker’s stand. 

The statue was draped by both state and 
pational colors, which were drawn away by 
six little children, while thirty-five young la- 
fice and misees stood around as sponsors. i'ne 
ycurg ladies were appointed to be present at 
the unveiling ofthe monument.

alleled parliamentary careerinthe United States 
ecnate, where, opposed by those giants of debate, 
the mighty Webster ofthe north and Clay of the 
wert, backed by other senators gifted with talents 
of the bighest order, he, singie-handed, maintaia- 
ed his position in those grand orations, one ef 
which the best judges has pronounced “unsmr-

Each 
speech is a consistent chapter of acontinuous dis- 
course, absrmonicus partof a connected system 
of political science, which will place their auther 
among those great spirits who biess and instrust: 
mankind long after the celebrity of politicians and 
statesmen disappears beneath the waves of for- 
gotten times. 

But there is a reason why South Carolina should 
have on ber soil a sistue of Caihoun, and that is 
his stainless purity of lite, his sterling virtue and 
integrity of Character. This, more than any o:her, 
was the cause of this unparaileied hold upon the 
love, reverence and trustof his peopie. His was 
the greatness of a soul which, fred with a love of 
Virtue, consecrated itself to truth and duty, and, 
with unfaltering confidence in God, was ever ready 
to be immolated in the cause of right and conntry. 
This moral excellence, this uprigatuess of motive 
acd action, was the gravite foundation of his 
character, underlying aud supporting the splendid 
superstructure of bis noble and exalted qualities of 
genius, eloquence, wisdom and patriotism. The 
pecple of Sonth Carolina, whatever may be their 
adiniration of brilliant intellectand the achieve- 
ments of statesmanship, have never yet put their 
country’s interest and honor under the leadershi 
of any one less they had confidence in his mor 
superiority. In erecting this statue to Calhoun 
they feel that they render and perpetuate their 
homage to the majesty of moral rectitude

from your hearts, whege he is enshrined in choicest 
gffection and reverefce; and bear him before 
those steria, ultimate judges—history, posterity 
countyy and God. These are to take the exact 
mearture of bis life, his services, his character and 
his motives, without any favor or affection, and 
with the inflexible tests and serutiny of justice. 

In the early history of our republic two different 
powers were in the presence of each other-the 
plineiple of local state sovereignty and that of 
pational union. Although botn of these powers 
were to be found in the embryo of our political 
system, they existed in confusion and without 
precise legal definition, each Baving claims to urge 
and facts to allege in support of its respective pre- 
tension to supremacy. The principle of state 
sovereienty wasthe first bronght into operation, 
and therefore, prececed the otber in tegai reconi- 
tion and ectuel predominance. Previous to the 
ceclaration of incependence, the colonies were 
each a disiinct poliical community; each had its 
own Freparate political organization, the legislation 

which extended no farther than its own territor- 
i@l limits. The only political bond which held 
them in wnion was the sovercignty of the British 
nation. When they threw that off, the states had 
no CcInMon government. The general sovereignty 
orverthemasa whole disappeared an¢d ceased to 
exist. at least in visible end legal embodimecnatof 
orgenized power, and passed into there veral states, 
wbich had become each and sover- 
eicen in ite own right.

But a cause more potent than any yet mentioned 
bas operated to determine tre character and ten- 
dency of our political system. I refer to the acqul 
sition by the federal government of the vast terri- 
tory embraced in the Louisiana purchase, aad that 
ecded by Spain avd Mexico tothe United States. 
These territories, far exceeding in area that of the 
origina] thirteen states, belonged exclusively to 
the feceral government. No separate state gov- 
erument had the slightest Fp sdiction upon one 
foot of the soil of that vast domaia. The public 
Jancs were surveyed by oflicers of the federal govern- 
ment, and tities to them were conveyed by the 
federa) government in its character of private pro- 
prictor as well asof public sovereign. The popula- 
tion who seuled these territories had no political 
rights save those imparted to them by the federal 
government. Their very limited powers of self- 
goverpm ent were enjoyed under territorial consti- 
tutions tramed and prescrihed for them by the fed- 
eral congress, and when they bevame sates it was 
by the permission of congress,which admitted them 
upéder such conditions and termsasit deemed prop- 
er under the Coustitution, so that when the forces 
whicb bad been solong agitating the country cul- 
minated in war, the relation of the states to the 
federal government had become almost the reverse 
of what it was at the birth of the republic. In 1789 
the states were the creators of the federal govern- 
ment: in 1861 the federal government was the cre. 

In 1789 the 
federe] government had derived all the powers 
deiegated to it by the constitution from the states; 
in 1861 a majority of the etetes derived all their 
powers and attributes as states from congress under 
the constitution, 

In 1789 the people of the United States were citi- 
zens of states originally sovereign and independ- 
ent; in 1861 a vast Majority of the people of the 
Un. ted States were citizens of states that were 
Originally mere dependencies of the federal gov- 
ernwent, which was the author and giver of their 
political recog, 3 With all these forceson the side 
of the union, backed by a majority of state gov- 
ernmenis. with their reserved powers, it was a nat- 
ura) consequence that the unity and ena | of 
the United S:ates es a sovereign nation should be 
established on the battle field; that its government 
should come out of the conflict with a prestige and 
ese greater perhaps than any on earth’ aud toat 

e eleven minority states, after a resistance as 
heroic as any recorded in the annals of Greece and 
Rome, shou!d succumb to overwhelming forces. 

It is not necessary here to goover the policy of 
recopstiuction. It was the offSpring of mtscon- 
ception and distrust. Its theory was tnat the fed- 
€ral success in arms over the southern people was 
@nly a partial one; that the sentiments, passions 
anc aimsof the southern people were still and 
would coutinue to be rebellious to the authortty 
and hostile tothe policy of the nation; that the 
termipation of the war having put an end to the 
absolute military contro), it became necessary to 
Bubstilute auother organization which 

not purely military, woul 

less effectual in its functions of 
repression and force. Itsavowed pur was the 
Reversal of every natural, social and political rela- 
jon on which the civilization of the south rested: 
But in the process of timea large B ning of the 
dominant section saw not only the odious injustice 
of the system fastened upon thesouth, but the dan- 
ger to the whole country which its maintenance 
threatencd. The result was full and equal restora- 
tion of the southern states, with all their rights un- 
der the constitution, upon the one condition that 
they wceuld recognize as elements of their new po- 
ical life the yaiidity of the thi:teenth, fourteenth 
3A) fifteenth amendments to the constitution, 
eueranteeing and establishing theindissolubilityo— 
the American union and the universality of Ameri- 


ean freedom. 


From that time we have seen those states, b 
their faithful adherence to this pledge, steadily ad- 
vancing year by year, in their right of self-govern- 
ment, taking their place with larger numvers and 
wider influence in the coundzils of the nation, and 
Goipvg ail this with a temper, moderation and patri 
Otism that is fast commanding a general belie 
amopg the mass of the northern people that the 
fuil and equal presence of the south, according to 
the measure of her population and resources in 
every department of the government, so tar from 
being a danger to the national security, isa con. 
tribution to its highest and best interests, 

I have prefaced what I have to say of Mr. Cal 
houn with this brief sketch of the controversy in 
which be bore a part, becauselI believeif he were 
here today and could see hisown South Carolina, 
the land of Rutledge, Moultrie, Lawrence, Hayny, 
Lowudes, Sumter and Marion, restored largely 
through the efiorts of her lion-hearted Hampton, 
to her proud position of dignity and equality tothe 
union, he would say to her that the great contro. 
verry being closed at the baliot pox, closed by the 
arbitrament of war, and, above all, closed by the 
constitution, always deemed sacred and inviolable 
by her, the sacrifices no principle and falsifies no

herceiorth, to seek the happinessof her people, 
their greatnuessand glory, in the greatness and 
glory of the American republic. 

After giving aconidensed statement of Mr. Cal- 
houn s early lifeaud education the orator took him 
up at the time of his entrance into congress at the 
age of twenty-eight, on the eve of the war of 1812, 
and described his political principles: 

He rejected alike, said Mr. Lamar, the dogma 
of the -overcigniy of movarchs and aristocra- 
cies on the oue hand, and on the other the shallow 
fiction of the social contract as the foundation of 
government. He asserted boldly that society and 

verpment both were of divine ordination; that 
the Supreme Creator and ruler ofall had ia his 
infinite wisdom assigned to man thesocial and po- 
litical state as the best gdapted to the develop- 
ment of the moral and intellectual faculties and 
capacities with which he had endowed him. The 

‘fundamental principals ef government—he found 
in the wants and feelings and tendencies of man, 
wrought there by the hand of God. which, in their 
development, as umed the attributes and functions 
of foimal governments. The external forms and 
organizations designed to prevent the tendency 
of goveribment to di-order and injustice, called 
constitutions, are the contrivances of men, who 
are left to perfect by their reason and free will the 
government that the Infinite has ordained, just 
as He created the material laws of the 
earth, and left man to impress it with his own per- 
soLality. Theright to prescribe these constitutions 
and to coerco society into submission tothem is 
fovereignty. That power iua nation which holds 
this trupseme authority in the last resort, from 
which there is no appeal toa higher power, is the 
sovereign power of that nation. Where that su- 
preme, absolute and ultimate power resides isa 
gveéstion which has not or ly challenged the specu- 
jations of philosophers in the closet aud statesmen 
in the national councils, but has also been debated 
op bloocy fields in arms, On this question Mr. 
Celboun was, trom principle, always a republican 
and an Americap democrat. He maintained that 
the people were the legitimate source of all politi- 
cal power; that governments ought to be created 
“by them and for them;’’ that powers conferred 
Upop government are not surrendered but dele. 
ated, and as such are held in trust and not abso- 
utely, end can be rightfully exercised only in fur- 
therance of the objects for which they are dele- 
gated; and in order to guarantee the respoasibility 
of the rulers to the ruled and to secure the control 
of those electing over those elected, universal suf- 
fiexe is the primary and indispensable foundation 
of republican governments. sg ts see Rotten 

Mr Clay has more toan once declared that in 
DO congress of which he had knowledge has there 
been asrembled such a galaxy of eminent and able 
men #8 were in the house of representatives of the 
corgiess which declered war against England in 
Itiz and the one Jollowing it. Mr. Calhoun was 
elected to that congress at the age of twenty-seveu 
years. Hie had been admitted to the bar only two 
Jerrs before, Yet this unknown young man, this 
obscure attorney from an obscure country village, 
@ stranger io elegant accomplishments and graces 
of tcho:arship, before he bad made a speech took 
his — at the head of those distinguished and 
brilliant men, as their equal and their superior, 
and mainiained it with increasing power and 
ever-widening fameto theend In the light of 
afier events tbe cause of this extraordinary cir- 
cvumstance could be easily discerned. In the pres- 
ence ofa greatimpending crisis, full of solemn 
import 1o men of sense and virtue, whose extent 
the most farsighted cannot fully measure, and 
before whore dangers the most resolute naturally 

vail; when the voice of faction is hushed aad 
rivalries and arimosities cease;in sucha crisis 
demanding immediate action, mastery and leader- 
thip go of their own accord to the master spirit, to 
the man of transcendent intellect, bravery of soul’ 
promptness of decision, energy of action, all 
strengthened, sustained and viyitied by an ardent 
and disinterested patriotism. , 

Fiom theday that our government was estab- 
lished our relations with fureign nations were 
troubled and uncertain. Soon after the constitu- 
tic-p was put into force a mpm war broke ont be- 
tween France and Enelend, daring which hoth 
belligerents di-regarded the rights of the United 

tes and their interests 


as an independent nation. : 


spirit and the mainspring of its action, and under 
his influence it soon submitted a report written by 
him, which recommended immediate preparations 
for war with Great Britain. In the debate that 
followed Mr. Calhoun made a in its sup- 
port, which stamped him as an orator and a states- 
man of the first rank, and made him the champion 
of the war and the author and supporter of the 
mezsures for its vigorous prosecution. The effect of 
his speech 1m arousing the country to a sense of 
wrong and danger, and tothe vindication of our 
na'ional honorand threatened independence, was 
like magic. He showed that the object of Eagland 
was realiy to remand the United States to the con- 
dition of commercial dependency whitch exieted 
in her colonial state. He made the people of the 
courtry see that the simple issue wes war or 
submission to the loss of independenceand nation- 
ality. The commanding power of the speech lay 
in the intrinsic force and grandeur of truth, and 
its eloquence in the noble utterances which a 1 
to the moral sentiments of the people and ress 
themselves to the highest faculties of the intellect 
avd the noblest aspirations of the heart. 

“The question,’’said he, “is reduced to this slngle 
point: * Which shall we do, abandon or defeud 
our maritime rights and the personal liberties of 
our citizeps in exercising them? . * ° 
The gentieman from Virginiais ata loss to ac- 
count for what he callsour hatred to England. He 
asks us how we can hate the country of Locke, of 
Newton, Hampden and Chatham; a country hay- 
ing the same language and customs with ourselves 
and descending froma common ancestry. If we 
bave so much to attach us to that country, potent 
indeed, must be the cause which has overpowere 
it. * * * But the gentleman in his eager 
admiration ofthat country has not been sufficiently 
guarded in his argument. Has he reflected on the 
cause of that admiration? Has he examined the 
reason of our high regard for ber Chatham. It is 
his ardent patriotism, the heroic courage of his 
mind that could not brook the least insult or injury 
offered to his country, but thought that her interest 
end honor ought to be vindicated at every hazard 
and expense. J hope that when called upon to 
adimire we shall also be asked to imitate. 1 hope 
the gentleman does not wish a monopoly of those 
great virtues for England. * * * # OQur 
righis are vitally attacked. * * * The 
only alternaiive is war or degradation. * * #* 
I hope the decision is made already by a higher 
authority than the voice of any man. Itis not for 
the human tongue to instill the sense of independ- 
ence and honor. Thisis the work of nature, a 
generous nature that disdains tame submission to 
wrongs.”’ 

What be said was true, but it is the paaeere 
of cenius to put into the materialism of words the 
thoughts which lie inarticulate inthe con- 
sciousness of a brave people, whose heart leaps in 
spontaneous hen pe, | to her voice. 

I have not tame to dwell upon the measures 
which Mr. Calhoun introduced or supported dur- 
ing hisserviceinthe house of representatives, 
which termiuated in 1817, or of his services as sec- 
retary of war under President Mouroe, or as vice- 
presicent of the United States. — 

Perhaps a better idea can be given of his position 
before the country during that period by restating 
the opinionsot him expressed by the great states- 
men ofthat day. Mr. Dallas, who was in the cabi- 
net of Mr. Madisonas secretary of the treasury, 
said Mr. Calhoun was ‘‘the young Hercules who 
carried the war on his shoulders.’”’ After one of 
his speeches during this service in the house, Mr. 
Grosvevor of New York, one of the ablest and 
most distinguished members of the opposition, be- 
tween whom and Mr, Calhoun an unpleasant dif- 
fer. nce had ari:en duiing the 
diss ussion of a war measure, 
said: “I have heard the able, manly and con- 
stitutional speech of the gentleman from South 
Carolina ’’ Here Mr. Grosvenor paused, remem - 
bering this personal difference, and then resumed: 
“Mr. Speaker, I will nct be restrained; no barrier 
shall exist which I shall not leap over for the pur- 
pore of offering to that gentleman my thanks for 
the judicious, independent and national course 
which be has er ne in the house’for the last 
year, and part a, upon the subject now before 
us. Let the bonorable gentleman continue with 
the same — independence, aloof from party 
views and local prejudices, to pursue the great in- 
terests of his country and fnifillthe high destiny 
for which it is manifest he was born. The buzz of 

pular a ee may not cheer him on his way, 

ut he will inevitably arrive at a happy elevation 
in the view of his country and the world.”’ . 

The great William Pinckney, of Maryland, who 
was also a member of the house, upon one occasion 
following Mr. Calhoun in debate on the same side, 
said of him: “The strong power of genius, froma 
higher region than that of argument, has thrown 
on the subject all the light with which it is the 
prorogative of genius to invest and illuminate 
everything.”’ 

How he performed the duties of his position as 
secretary of warcan be also better determined in 
the same way. Henry Clay id ofhim: ‘Such 
was the high estimate I formed of his transcend- 
ant talents thatif, atthe end of his service in the 
executive department under Mr. Monrod’s admin- 
istration, be had been called tothe highest office 
of the government I should have felt perfectly as- 
sured that under his auspices the honor and pros- 
"rang andthe glory of our country would haye 

en fafely placed.’’ 

John Quincy Adams, who was his colleague in 
Monroe’s cabinet, thus spoke of him before his 
judgment was clouded by personal resentment: 
“Caihoun thinks for himself, independent of all 
the rest, with sound judgment, quick discrimina- 
tion, and keen observation. He supports his opin- 
ions, too, with powerful eloquence.”’ 
no * “Mr, Calhoun is & man 
of fair and candid mind, of honor a 
ble principles, of Clear and quick understanding, 
of ccol sel:-possession, of enlarged philosophical 
views and otardent patriotism. He is above all 
sectional and factional prejudices more than any 
othei statesman ofthis union with whom I have 
ever acted.”’ (J. Q. Adams’ Diary.) 

Judge Story said of him ina letter toa friend: 
“J bave great admiration for Mr. Calhoun, and 
think few men have more enlarged and liberal 
views of the nation.” Mr. Webster at the same 
time wrote to his brother: ‘‘I hope all New Eagland 
willstupport Mr. Calhoun for the vice-presidency, 
He isairue manand wiil do good to the country 
in that situation.’”’” He was elected to the vice 
presidency, and New England, wiih the single ex- 
ception of Connecticut, and one vote from New 
Hamyshire, vnited in the overwhelming majority 
that carried him to the vice-presidential chair. 

Approaching the early course of Mr. Calhoun on 
the subject of protection, internal improvements 
and a national bank, Mr. Lamar made an analysis 
which the limited space of this report requires us 
to condense morethan we like. He explained that 
at that period a protective tariff, internal improve- 
ments and a national] bank were measures that vir- 
lually onginated in the war; that they were not 
questions of internal policy, but related exclusively 
tothe national security, in consequence of the 
state of our ¢xternal relations, Regardingthem as 
means of national defense against dangers from 
abroad, with which we were imminently threat 
ened, Mr. Calhoun did not look for the constita- 
tional authority to adopt them in the enumerated 
and described powers of congress, but he deduced 
it fr¢m the plebary power which pertained to the 

overnment as the sole sovereignty of the republic 

pn its relations with other nations. In proof of his 
view. the speaker cited many passages from Mr. 
Ca)boun’s speeches made at that period. 

Perdon the digression, said Mr. Lamar, but I de 
sire bere to state that through all these speeches 
there breathed the strongest sentiment of devotion 
tothe union. In the speech from which I have 
already quoted he said that, in his opinion, the 
liberty aud the union of this country were insepa-. 
— united; that as the destruction of the latter 
would most certainly involve the former, so its 
maintenance will, with equal certainty, preserve 
it. He did not speak lightiy. He had often and 
long revolved in his mind, and he had critically 
exemined into the causes that destroyed the lib- 
erty of other states. There are none that apply to 
us, Orapply with a forcetoalarm. The basisofour 
republic is too broad to be shaken by them. Its 
extension and organization will be found to afford 
efiectua! security against their operation: but let 
it be deeply pressed upon the heart of this house 
the and this country that, while they guard against 
old, they exposed us to a new and terrible danger 
—disunicn. This single word comprehended al- 
most the sum of our political dangers, and against 
it we ous ht to be perpetually guarded. 

The very last speech that he delivered in the 
house of representatives was like that which at 
the end of his life he delivered in the United States 
senate, It was a plea for the union. 

Sixteen years later, when heentered the United 
States rer ate, the aspect of the questions of the 
protective tariff had entirely changed. The United 
Stetes bed grown to bea great and powerful re- 
public, »ble to laugh to scorn the thought of dan. 
ger from aby power on earth. 

The measures that had been resorted to as a 
mesns of national defense against foreign digress- 
ions, bad grown to colossal systems, drawing 
wealib and power from federal taxation and de- 
stroying the agricultural interests. Centralizing 
doctrines began to prevail - 

It is not my pargone to discuss here the question 
of protective tari I desire to efface myself on 
this cecasion. My only aspiration is to present to 
you the moral and intellectual image of him

In one of bis great speeches he stated that the 
station of vice president, from its leisure, had giv-

tire powers of government are divided between the 
two—thore lodged in thegeneral government being 
delegated by 8) ic and euumerated grants in tne 
constitution; and all others not delegated being 
reserved to the states r vely, the 
people. The powers of each are sovereign, and 
neither derives its powers from the other. In 
their respective spheres neither is subordinate to 
the other, but co ordinate, and, being co ordinate, 
each has the right cof protecting it own powers 
from the encroachments of the other, the two com- 
bined forming one entire and perfect government 
The line of demarcation between the delegated 
powers to the federal goverpment, and the powers 
reserved to the states is plain, inasmuch as all the 
wers delegated to the government are expressly 


aid down, and those not ae we reserved to 


the states unless — y pro 

The greater part of the powers delegated to the 
general government relate directly or indirectly to 
two great divisions of authority; the one periaina- 
ing tothe foreign relations of the country, the 
other of aninternal character, and pertaining to 
the exterior relations of the states, the purposes for 
which the constitution was formed being power, 
mepiony and respec‘ability without, and peace, 
tranquillity and harmony within. 

After a full exposition of these Bac mares ye Mr. 
Calhoun employs the following ng and yigor- 
ous gs pa : 

“Takirg all the parts together, the people of 
twenty-four independent and sovereign states, 
confederated by asolemn constitutional compact 
into ove great federal community with a system of 

overnment, in all of which powers are separated 
ato the great primary divisions of the constitution- 
making and tne am ens rowers, those of the 
latter class being divided tween the common 
and joint government of all the states, and the 
separate and local governments of each state, re- 
spectively; and finally the powers of both, dis- 
tributed among three separate and independent 
departments, jegislative, executive and judicial, 
presents in the whole a political system as remark- 
able for its grandeur as itis forits novelty and re- 
finement of organization. For the structure of 
such a system, so wise, just and beneficient, we are 
far more indebted to a su perintending Providence 
that so disposed eventsas to lead as if by invisible 
hand to its formation than to those who erected it. 
Intelligent, experienced and patriotic asthey were, 
they were but builders under His superintending 
direction. To preserve this sacred distribution as 
originally rettled, by coercing each to move in its 
prescribed orbit, is the great and difficult problem 
on the solution of which the duration of our con- 
stitution, af our union, and, in all probability, our 
liberty depends.”’ 

He next addressed himself to the great question, 
‘what provision does the constitution of the 
United States or the system itself furnish to pre- 
serve thisand the other division of powers? He 
then proceeds to show that from the relations 
which subsist between co-ordinate governments, 
and from a law universally applicable to a division 
of power, whether between governments or de- 
partments of governments, a mutual negative on 
the part of each is necessary to protect each from 
the other; and that in acase of conflict as tothe 
limits of their respective authority neither has the 
right to impose by force its decision against the 
other, but must appeal to a power paramount to 
either, whose decision is final and binding on both. 
That paramount power in our system is the con- 
yention of states, the most august and imposing 
embodiment of political authority known to the 
American system of government, And this is the 
doctrine of nullification. 

Asaresultofthe events. which in an earlier

him in support of nullification without presenting 
those advanced in opposition to the doctrine. 

Bot the sincerity of his patriotism in this matter 
should, in justice to his name and fame, be cleare1 
of the aspersions of those who have reported him 
as a conspirator, inspired by ambition to arouse 
sectional animosities and passions with a view to 
tearing the union asunder, And itis witha view 
to-this alone that I shall turther refer to his course 
on this question. 

He then quoted Mr. Calhoun’s solemn assertion 
of a deep and sincere attachment to our political 
institutions and the union of the states. His re- 
iteration of the assertions made in 1817 that he con- 
sidered the union necessary to the preservation of 
our liberty and the promotion of the happiness of 
ourselves and our posterity, and his further asser- 
ticn that if he did not believe the right in question 
to be the only solid foundation of our system and 
of the union itself, he would not be its advocate, 

In reply tothe charge that nullification was se 
cession in another form, Mr. Lamar quoted Mr. Cal 
houn assaying: ‘There is, indeed, one view, and 
one only, of the contest, in which force could be 
employed ; but that view, as between the parties, 
would supersede the constitution itself—that nulli- 
fication is secession—and would, consequently, 
place the state, as to the others, in the relation of 
a foreign state. * * * Standing thus towardsone 
another, force might, indeed, be employed against 
a state, but it must be a belligerent force, preceded 
by a declaration of war and carried on with all its 
formalities. Such would be the certain effect of 
secession ; and, if nullification be secession, such, 
too, must be its effect, which presents the highly 
important question, are they in tact the same? on 
the decision of which depends the question whether 
nullification be a peaceable and constitutional 
remedy that may be exercised without terminating 
the tederal relations of the state or not. 

“Tam aware that there isa considerable and re- 
spectable —— of our state, with a very large 
portion o 
majority. who are of the opinion that they are the 
same, differing only in name, and who, under that 
impression, denounce it asthe most dangerous of 
all doctrines; and yet, so far from being the same, 
they are, unless, indeed, I am greatly deceived, 
not only perfectly distinguishable. but totally dis. 
similar in their nature, their object and effect; 
and that, so far from deserving the denunciation, 
so properly belonging tothe act with which it is 
confounded, it isin truth the highest and most 
precious of all the rights of the states, and essen- 
tial to preserve that very union, for the supposed 
effect of destroying which itis so bitterly anathe- 
matized, They are wholly dissimilar in their na- 
ture, Secessionis a withdrawalfrom the union, 
* * * @ throwing off of the authority of the 
union itself, a separation from pturtners, and as far 
as it depends on the memter withdrawing, a dis- 
solution of the partnership. It presupposes an as- 
sociation or a unionof several states or individuals 
for a common object. 2 * Nullifi- 
cation, on the contrary, presupposes the 
relation of principal and agent; the one 
granting a power to be executed, the other. 
appointed by him with authority to execute it, and 
is simply a declaration on the part of theprincipal, 
made in due form, that an act of the agent tran- 
scending his power is nulland void, * * * The 
difference in their object is no less striking than 
in their nature. The object of secession is to free 
the withdrawing members from the obligation of 
the association or union, ete. Its directand imme- 
diate object, as it concerns the withdrawing mem- 
ber, is the dissolution of the association or union, 
so far as it is concerned. the contrary, the ob- 
ject of nullification is to confine the at within 
the limits of his powers, by arresting his acts trans; 
cending them, not with the view of destroying the 
delegated or trust power, but to peeve it by com- 
pelling the agent to fulfill theo ap for which the 
agency or trust was created; and is seplicesis oniy 
to cw es where the trust or delegated powers are 
transcended on the part of the agent. 

“It remains now to show that their effect is as 
dissimilar as their nature or opject. 

‘‘Nullification leayes the members of the associa- 
tion or union in the conditionit found them—sub- 
ject to all its burdens, and entitled to all its adyan- 
tages, comprehending the member nullifying as 
wellasthe others—its object being not to heutroy 
but to preserve, as has beenstated. * * * Se. 
cersion, On the ccntrary, destroys, as faras the 
withdrawing member ie concerned, the asoziation 
orunion. * * * Such are clearly the differences 
between them; differences so marked that. instead 
of being identical, as supposed, they form a coa- 
pine = all the aspectsin which they can be re- 
gerced.’ 

Whatever may be the objection to this docirins, it 
must be admitted that it had not in it one elemeat 
of disupion. It might bave been proved cumbrous 
anc obstructive in the operations of the govern- 
ment; it might have impaired its promptnegs and 
vigor end energ: of action, and probabiy woulda; 
b nthad it been recognized and acted ..pon by the 
federal government, it would have ever prevented 
a resort to secession on the one hand, ora resort to 
force on the other. But the right was not recoz- 
nized; it wat denied and intilexiby opposed by the 
general government, which es-umed to impose its 
own construction of the constitution, against that 
of the states. by force. 

Just at this time Mr. Calhoun resigned the office 
o1 vice-rresident snd took his seat in the senate in 
place of General Kobert Y. Hayne, who had bean 
chosen governor of the state. A few days after he 
took his; eat. President Jackson sent a message to 
cor gress, transmitting the ordinance of nullifica- 
tion with bis own prociamation, and recommend- 
ing tbe parsage of measures which would enable 
him tocompel. by the use of mili force, the 
obedience and snbmis*ion of the + tate.

prevailed. Yes, prevailed! For the controversy, 
when closed, was closed by the compromise act 
which repealed the law that his state had nullified. 
The very congress that passed the force bill to 
coerce South Carolina into submission to the tariff 
of 1828 and 1832, at the same session repealed those 
two laws, and Andrew Jackson, the man of iron 
will and D recwy purpose, in the face of his procla- 
mation, signed the act that swept from the statute- 
book the enactment which South Carolinain her 
asserted sovereignty declared unconstitu- 
ow ra null and yoid, amd inoperative in her 


ts. 

Any account of those stormy times would be in- 
complete which left out the majestic figure of 
Henr voy f the maichless orator, the noble patri- 
ot, whose heart was the sanctuary of all noble im- 
pulses and generous aspirations, the genius of con- 
Ciliation and harmovy, who introduced his cele- 
brated compromise bill whieh averted the storm 
and substituted peace for intestine strife. Immortal 
honor to the name @ Henry Clay. 

And here is presented a spectacle which can not 
fail to excite the pr:de end admiration of 
all true Americans. Henry Clay, the 
author of the American system of 
which the protective policy was the most cherished 
principle; John C. Calhoun, the representative and 
champion of the reserved rights of the states aud 
their sovereignty; Andrew Jackson, the stern, in- 
flexible enforcer of the supreme power and para- 
mount euthority of the nation; each bursting the 
trammels of party, casting aside sectional anim )si- 
yi disregarding pride of op'n'on and personal hos- 

lities; each making concessions, and all giving 
their united tribute of intellect and patriotism to 
the good of their common crane’ 5 

By this compromise South Carolina, although she 
— the repeal of the law she had nullified and 

he prestration of the protective system, made im- 
portant concessions. Mr. Clay (though he sacrificed 
the protective System) by his statesmanship se- 
cured the wise provision that the protective im- 
posts should be gradually reduced, covering a term 
of ten years, toa revenue standard. To this fea- 
ture Mr. Calhoun assented more cheerfully because 
he alwsys favored the gradual introduction of re- 
forms. The force bill remained on the statute 
book unrepealed, which asserts the supreme au- 
thority of the union over a nullifying state. 

This settlement must give rise to the most noble 
reficctions. Thereaderof our history is apt to be 
saddened by the thought that the eloquence and 
wisdom and services of our greatest statesmen are 
exhibited, not in united effortsand harmonious co- 
operation, butin conflict among themselves, and 
victories of one party. over another. But whena 
supreme moment comes the fact is revealed that 
what seems to be fierce combat among themselves 
is but the ardent strivings of each for the honor, 
ae a pe and glory of acommon country. 

r. Lamar then gave a sketch of Mr. Calhoun’s 
course from the time of the adjustment of the tariff 
question to 1844, The various questions vate

the tariff of 1545, 
the abolition of the veto power and the annexa- 
tion of Texas, etc., then came under review. He 
dwelt somewhat on Mr. Calhoun’s course in refer- 
ence to the executive patronage, civil service and 
removal from office. He said: 

On the 5dth of February, 1835, he made a report on 
the extent of government patronage which startied 
the country by its revelations of the enormous ex- 
tent to which the abuses of the system had grown, 
and the degenerating infiuences it was ex- 
ercising alike upon the government and the 
character of the people. Animated aad a >:rimoai- 
ous Cebates arose in the senate upon the facts 
stated in the report. In maintenance of the posi- 
tions assumed therein, Mr. Calhoun made a sprech 
which is perhaps as applicable tothe present timex 
as it was to those in which it was delivered. After 
showing how alarmingly the system has grown, he 
proceeded to demonstrate the causes which pro- 
duced it and which gave to it its growth anc its 
dangerous influences. At the head of these causes 
he piaced “the practice so greatly extended, if not 
for the the first time introduced, of removing from 
office persons well qualified and whohad faithfully 


performed their duty,in order to fill the places | 


with those who were recommended on the ground | 
| and the future, which to meis impenetrable; and 


' for the first time since I have been in public life I 
| am unable to see the future. I also added, that it 
| has closed the first volume of our political history 


that they belonged to the partyin power.’”’ In 
speaking of the extent of its growth, he stated that 
Washington in his eight years of service had made 
but nine removals; Madison but five, Monroe but 
ten, and that he, whilst secretary of war for more 
than seven years, removed but two, and that for 
cause. 

He said: ‘So long as offices were considered as 
public trusts, to be conferred on the honest, the 
faithful and capable, for the common good, and 
not for the benefit of gain of the incumbent or his 
party’; and so long asit was the practice of the 
government to continue in office those who faith- 
fully performed their duties, its patronage, in point 
of tact, was limited te the mere power of nominat- 
ting to accidental vacancies or to newly created 
offices, and could, of course, exercise but a moi- 
erate influence either over the body of the com- 
munity, or of the officeholders themselves; and 
when the practice was reversed, when offices, in- 
stead of being considered as public trusts, to be 
conferred on the deserving were regarded 
ss the spoils of victory, _ be 
bestowed as rewards for partisan services without 
respect to merit: when it came to be understood 
that all who beld office, held by the tenure of par- 
tisan zeal and party service it is easy to see that 
the certain, direct and inevitable tendency of 
such a state of things is to convert the 
entire body of those in office into corrupt and sup. 

le instruments of power, and to raise up a host of 

ubgry, greedy and subservient partisans, ready 
for any service, however base and corrupt. Were 
a premium offered forthe best means of extend- 
ingito the utmost the power of patronage; to de- 
siroy love of country; to encourage vice and dis- 
coursge virtue; and, in a word, to provere tor the 
subversion of liberty and the estab lishment of des- 
potism; no sch more perfect could be devised; 
and such must the tendency of the practice, 
with whatever intention adopted, or to whatever 
extent pursued.” 

Hethen called attention to the pl of the 
party supporting the present administration to put 
astop to this enormous abuse, and he asked: 
“What justification had been offered for so

Hesays thathe has 
been fourteen years a member of thesenate, and that 
during the first seven no friend of his had received 
the favor of the government; and contends that it 
became nec to dismiss those in office to make 
room for others who had been forso long a time 
beyond the circle of executive favor.” ‘‘What,’’ 
Mr. Calhoun asked, “‘is the pene when co--

£0 sacred that it justifies the breach of plighted 
faith and the subversion of principles, the ob- 
fervance of which hsd been declared to be 
essential to the liberty of the country.

Continuing, Mr. Lamar said: ee

+ aoe ng of Mr. Calhoun’s opposition to the war 
with Mexico, Mr. Laimar says: 

It is evident that he foresaw the consequences of 
the war thus precipitated. He foresaw that it 
would result in the acquisition of Mexican territo- 
ry. He knew that the aversion of the north to the 
institution of slavery would cause the majority of 
copgress to exclude that part of the country in‘er- 
ested in this institution from any share in ths ad- 
vantages to be derived from the admission of that 
mstiiution into the territory thus acquired. He 
knew thatifthe north, with no interestin the 
matter except a moral seutiment, was so deter- 
mined, it would be met with an equal determina- 
tion of resistance by the southern states. He spoke 
of this as the ‘‘terrible difficulty;”’ and it was so for 
him, for he saw in it the elements of disunion and 
of blood. It has been said that it is easy for a good 
man to resist wrong when itis clearly opposed to 
the right, but when virtue is opposed to virtue is 
the rea) rendipg of the soulintwaip. Mr. Calhoun 
loved the union with religious devotion, but he 
loved the south alse. A conflict between his love 
for the union and his love for the southern people 
—that was a terrible thing to him, which burden 
«d his heart with sadness and grief. He earnestly 
sought to prevent the occasion for renewing the 
strife between the sections, In his reply to Mr. 
Trenton be spoke as follows: 

ee senator knows that I was opposed to the 
war; but noone knows but myself the depths of 
‘hat oppesition.

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BATHED IN BLOOD. 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY AT EAST 
MACON FACTORY. 


I ES 
Johnnie Ryois Slays His Compsaion, Willie Zarris— 
Zhe Victim's Death-Fiignt of Ryole~Sad 
Dt aths- Colonel W yley’s Sudden e318— 
Other News Notes from Macon 
en or ce 
Macon Ga., April 26.—[Special.]—Jonnnie 
Ryols and Willie Harris, the first white and 
the second colored, were both employed at 
Bibb manufacturing company’s cotton factory, 
No. 1, East Macon. Of late the boys have been 
in the habit of spinning their tops in the yard 
during the noon hour. 


Today when the whistle blew, the two boys | 
left the building and in a little while were 


spinning their tops on the ground as usual. 

“Don’t you null my top; ifyoudo Ill hurt 
you,*remarked Ryols, and Harris, anmindfal 
of the warning, threw his top so that it strack 
Ryols’s and “nulled”’ it, as the boys term it. 

This brought on a quarrel, in the course of 
which Harris grabbed a brick in his left hand 
and held his unopened knife in the other. 
Ryols drew his, also, and the Quarrel grew 
hotter. Finally Harris called Ryols a “G—d 
d—m son of a b—h,” which so enraged

keen blade 
pocket knife struck him in the breast, and was 
quickly withdrawn, and the warm blood came 
spurting out after it. 

Ryols began backing off, the other boy fol- 
lowing him,and Ryols kept saying, ‘Don’t 
you come any nearer, or I’ll cat you again.” 

After walking a few steps, Harris staggered 
and fll, the blood streaming from his wound. 
Ryols then began to whimper, and closing his 
knife, put it in his pocket and tarned and 
walked rapidly away. 

Officer Winters was sent for and soon ap- 
peared upon the scene, but the boy had fled, 
and fullowing after him, the officer reached 
Mrs, Ryols’s home on Factory row, oaly 
to find that Ryols had packed up a budget of 
clothes, and telling his folks that he had got 
into a little scrape at the factory, had disap- 
peared in the direction of the swamp. 

Dr, J. G. McCrary was sent for and when he 
arrived onthe scene he found Harris bleeding 
profusely. He had the boy placed on a shutter, 
and he was removed to his father’s shoe shop 
further up the street. The doctor then exam- 
ined the wound and found a marderous stab 
an inch and a half or two inches in width, be- 
g nning at the nipple onthe left side and ex- 
tending forward toward the sternum, just over 
the heart. Inserting his probe he found that 
the rounded butt of the silver instrument rest- 
cd on the heart, and moved up and down at 
each pulsation. Aftera careful examiuation 
he decided that the blade had penetrated the 
pericendum, and from the profuse flow of 
blood he knew that the boy could live buat a 
short time. 

In his right hand was still cluched the knife 
which he had drawn but had not been able to 
open. The doctor removed this frum his hind 
and left him, and in a few moments he expired 
in greatagony. ‘This was about half past one, 
and about the same time Ryols was seen about 
a mile from the city, moving on toward Gris- 
woldville. 

The authorities were notified and officers are 
still on the lookout for the fagitive, with small 
hopes of catching him, 

Mr. James Campbell was an eyewitness of 
the killing, and according to his statement 
Ryols was not altogether in the wrong. Your 
correspondent had a talk with another em- 
ploye of the factory, who remarked that Ryols 
was the first boythat had ever dared lifta 
hand to protect himself from insult by the 
overbearing negro boys employed there, and 
that be did not conisider that Ryo!s had done 
more than assert hs manhood in resenting th; 
abuse and threats of the boy Harris. 

Kyols is about seventeen years of age and 
pretty well grown. He has no father, but 
was the support of his widowed mother who 
lives in Factory row. He has always been re- 
garded as an industrious lad of a peaceful dis- 
position. 

Harris was the son of old man George Har- 
ris, the well known shoe maker, and as good a 
negro as there isin East Macon. The boy was 
like most other boys of his age (nineteen), 
rather reckless and prone to dispute and jower 
over little things. He was employed asa 
sweeper in the factory. A great crowd of ne- 
groes and a number of white people gathered 
about the scene of blood,and there was a regu- 
lar stampede for awhile after the tragedy oc- 
curred. 

Macon, Ga., April 26.—[Special.]—The coro- 
ner’s jury rendered a verdict of death from a 
knife wound made by John Ryols on the body 
of Will Harris thisevening. They pronounced 
it murder.

well awere that the helpful valuations of (we will 
fay) fiction—the analytic appreciations which 
warm or warnor honestly discontent a true work- 
er with plot, characterization and the tone and 
over-tones of descriptive framings—are to be had 
in private, from clever women, from the critic of 
the drawing-room or the private letter. I have 
often wished that I could print the chat of a half- 
dozen bright women discussing some recent novel, 
enough worth discussion to make the verdicts se- 
rious. If, however, the best of our critics who talk 
and do not print could be carefully set forth for 
larger use, we should still have back of all the 
larger difficulty, that, with rare and valuable ex- 
ceptions, our critic of today is anonymous and, 
therefore, irresponsible. He may change and shift 
the whole body of principles supposed to guide 
him, or he may have no self-guiding laws, and yet 
none be the wiser. But force all the critics of a 
technical journal (such as the Critic or the Nation) 
to sign their articles, and you at once open definite 
and interesting careers to men, and force them to 
acquire and hold definite and defensible opinions. 
What reason there can be for any other course I 
am at a loss to understand. 


There is a good deal of truth in all this, 
but the remedy that Dr. Mitchell proposes 
is ridiculously out of proportion with the 
thoughtfulness of the rest of the article. 
Those who now contribute criticisms to the 
press would have no higher appreciation,nor 
profounder comprehension of their calling 
simply |because their names were signed to 
what they wrote. There can be no doubt 
that they are doing as well as they can and 
the advertisement of their names would not 
enable them to do any better. 

The truth is, that in spite of the activity 
of our fictive writers, the period through 
which the country is passing is decidedly 
unliterary. It is a transition period, to 
be sure, but itis distinctly unfavorable to 
the development of literary criticism. The 
bustle, the activity, the energy, are all in 
the direction of other forms of progress and 
development. The creative faculty has been 
sharpened by the vicissitudes through 
which the country has passed, but criticism 
remains for the most part undeveloped. 

It is not as imporfant as Dr. Mitchell 


to be considered a misfortune. The book 
notices of the day serve a very good pur- 
pose, Just now the critic is engaged in giv- 
ing his individual opivion as to the merit of 
books, and this opinion is frequently of. 
great service to the reading public. After 
awhi'e, when he comes to appreciate his po- 
sition, he will dissect, analyze, investigate, 
and his judgment will have reference wholly 
to literature as a reproduction and represen- 
tation of life in the largest, highest sense of 
art. 

Meanwhile, it is our belief that American 
literature, especially the fictive literature of 
the country, is getting along as well with- 
out the benefit of the best criticism as it 
would with it. Though the public is un- 
critical, the writers themselves are able to 
compare the resulis of their imagination 
with the results of their experience and ob- 
servation, and thisisthe aim of all criticism. 


A Tornado Center, 


According to Lieutenant Finley, of the 
signal corps, the tornado region in this coun- 
try embraces Missouri, Ohio, Kansas, Iowa, 
Indiana, Illinois and Georgia. 

It is perhaps useless to protest against 
placing Georgia in this list, but the develop- 
ments of recent years point to Missouri as 
the leading tornado state. The Chicago In- 
ter Ocean says: 

The month of April has been strikingly promi- 
nent for tornadoes and clones. The era for 
these classes of storms usually cover the period 
from April to September. On April 18, 1880, the 
most fearful cyclone then on record swept over 
portions of Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Kansas and Missouri. It will be remembered that 
this was the date of the bursting upon Marshfield, 
Mo., of what seemed to be a water-spout. The 
town, a}] but a score of buildings, was completely 
wrecked. It was estimated that no fewer thana 
hundred persons lost their lives. The property de- 
stroyed was never fully figured. It was during 
that cyclone that a little child was carried away 
and was afterward found suspended uninjured in 
the branches of a tree thirty feet from the ground 
and three miles from home. Another fearful 
storm struck Brownsyille, Mo.,on April 6 and 7, 
1882, killed eleven persons outright, wounded 159 
others, and completely demolished fifty buildings 
in thetown. During the year 1f85 there was still 
another similar deadly visitation. The time was 
April 29, and Pleasant Hill, Mo., was the place. 
There was loss iolife and property, but nothing like 
the losses at Marshfield and Brownyille. 

To these terrific storms must be added the 
great disaster of last week at Nevada, Mo. 
Perhaps an inquiry into the conditions 
which make these electrical storms strike 
one locality almost every year would be val- 
uable as well as interesting. The fact that the

That bright blue and bendiug sky, this 
vast sea of patriotic faces, thore graves upon which 
twenty odd summersof peace have shone, and over 
which twenty-three winters have swept, this gran 
ite of our native state, are eloquent beyond any 
premeditated words that ever tell from the lips of 
man. Let them speak! And they do speak in 
bonor of thoseillustrious heroes who struck a g‘eain 
of glory trom the flint of fate which coruscated 
from the Rio Grande to the Potomac, and from 
Charleston by the sea to Covington by the river. 

We meet in memory of no policy. Statesmen 
wise and patriotic differed over the policy which 
led up to that fateful struggle. Let it be that it 
was imprudent, or letit be that it was necessity; 
let it be held wise or reckless, it is often times the 
duty of the soldier to die by the mistake of his 
statesman. [Applause.} It was the nobiest part of 
the courage of the famous six hund «ed as they rode 
into the valley of death, with cannon to right of 
them. and cannon to left of them, that they rnew 
the fearful odds against which they were hurled, 
and yet rode on, feeling it was 


‘‘Their’s not to reason why, 
Their’s but to do or die.’’ 


Their’s but to do and die? [Applause.} An1 so 
regardless of policy then, regardless of any policy 
now, the southern people will honor their nuehle 
eoidiers as long as they Jive and revere their mem- 
ories as sacred when they die. : 

We meet not to perpetuate the passions of civil 
ferd. Over twenty yearsot peace, with healing on 
its wings, contrasted with the convulsions, tlic 
burdens and the bloody conflicts of Europe, have 
shown to the American mind the yalue of Ameri- 
can peace. : 

We come not to mourn for a lost cause. Happily 
forthe permanence of the peace of this fair and 
great land, thereis no lost cause. When tie har- 
vest of death was over, when the sickles of fate 
were stilled, when the reapers came to garner the 
sheaves of their victory, when they asked cach 
other ‘“‘what shall we do with these sheaves—what 
shall we do with.these defeated states?” then and 
there was won a victory, and a southern victory, 
such as that the world had never seen. Then it 
was that the spiritual arms of the forefathers of this 
coupbtry and of the constitution won for us and for 
all ihe American states and people the a 
tion of pence and of liberty; because the fathers 
hed made in the structure of this government no 
room for an enslaved state, There was in the 
house of our fathers no place prepared fur a cou- 
quered province. So that the dilemma was pre- 
sented to the victors either to admit the defeated 
stetes as equal and free or to destroy the very gov- 
ernment which they claimed to have preserved. 
So it was that Georgia became equal in rights 
with New York, Alabama with Illinois, ail 
the southern states equal with aijll 
the northern states, and equal states with equal 
citizenship replanted freedom in American soil. 
The fathers by their foresight saved us. The old 
Virginians again saved liberty hereforall. There- 
fore no cause involving substantial liberty has 
been lost; and therefore it is that the permanent 
peace of this country depends not upon any ac- 
quiescerce in wrong, nor upon the submission of 
subjects, but is based and there safely founded up- 
on the free will of free citizens in equal states and 
in a country free. 

Were this not true no hand would be worthy to 
touch that monument, or ory og flower —— that 
preve, unless it were nerved to attempt here and 

this land the same struggle which causes the 


heart of the world to beat for Ireland, and which 
for centuries drew forth the devotion and valor of 
the tcot.

PROGEAMEE FOR THE MEETINGS, 

I, The commission will not convene for business 
today, baving inedyertantly named as the day for 
its first session a legal holiday. Ifitshall pe found 
tbat persons have come from a distance expecting 
to be heard on the first day, and who will be in- 
convenienced by remaining. the commission, on 
the fact being made known, will assign an hourin 
the evening for hearing them, 

II. On Wednesday the commission will convene 
at the city council chamber at 10 o'clock a, m., and 
Continue in cession until 2 o’clock p.m. The 
ternoon session will begin at4,and continue so 
long as may be found necessary to complete the 
business forthe day. In order thatthe procead- 
ings may be orderly and expeditious, the commis- 
fion desire it to be understood thattheir purpose 
in coming is to gather facts to guide them to just 
conclusions on the pending applications, and that 
they expect to devote their sessions to the taking 
of evidence. 

The interstate commerce law lays down the gen- 
eral rule that railroad Companies shall not charge 
more for a shorter than a longer haul over thesame 
line under like circumstances and conditions. Cer- 
tain companies, embracing nearly allin this sec- 
tion of the country, have presented petitions for 
orders establishing such certain exceptions, and in 
order to avoid mischief pending investigation upon 
them, temporery orders haye been made. The 
def nitive hearing upon the petitions is now to b> 
entered upon, and the petitioners will be expectel 
tomake out theircase. Their evidence will first 
be taken, but with it may be given the evidence 
or memorials of boards of trade or other organize- 
tions, whether of a governincntal or commercial 
nature, which support the same view. Afcer- 
ward the commission will receive opposing ev1- 
dence. The evidence, except such as may be doc- 
umentary, will be taken on oath. 

lI. The petitioning parties will be expected to 
present to the commission, before the morning 
meeting of Wednesday, a list of the witnesses they 
desire to have examined, arranged in proper order 
for calling. They will be permitted to examine 
them themsclves, but the commission will pursuc 
the examination at pleasure, and will allow other 
parties to cross-examine. Before the afternoon 
Session the opposing parties will be expected to 
present their Jist for a Jike examination. 

IY. When the evidence is all in, thé commission 
will hear arguments upon it,andalso upon any 
question of construction of the law that may seem 
to bear upon the proper determination to be made.

A SOUTH! CAROLINA OPINION, 

t the close of the meeting last night a reporter 
met and talked with the Hon. E. B. Murray, state 
fenetorfrom anderson county, 8S. C., and editor of 
the Anderson Intelligencer, one of the leading 
uewrpapers in that state. Mr. Murray is a gentle- 
mou cf great intelligence and high character, and 
is cre of the foremost politicians and most influen- 
tialmenin upper South Carolina. As the expo- 
nervcof the sentiment of that state his views, the 
r€perter thought, would possess peculiar value, so 
be askec: 

“What do you think of the interstate commerce 
ac?” 

“The purpose of the sct creating the interstate 
comumissiou is evidently to protect the psople from 
the results to be feared from the gigantic consoli- 
dation and combination of railroad lines through- 
out the union. It is intended to secure equality 
aS far as possible to ali communities and to all 
shippers in their bu:iuess relations with others. It 
attempts to confer the greatest good upon the 
greatest number, and, with such changes as expe 
rience may show to be wise and necessary, it will 
doubt'ess contribute to these desirable ends,’’ 

* What changes do you think appear to be neces- 
sary now?”’ 

‘“Itis always easier you know,to criticise what 
scn ecther person has done than todo the work 
yourself and this is especially truce in this case, It 
strikes me, however, thatit will be necessary to 
repeal or greatly modify the fourth section of the 
actin order to give the business interests of the 
country that feeling of trust and security under 
the law which is essentialto prosperity. The wise 
exercise of the discretionary power contained in 
this section by the commission in suspending its 

operation has prevented widespread confusion and 
joss to the people of the south.”’ 

‘Jf the people would lose by the enforcement of 
section four, why are the railroads opposed to it?” 

‘The people would cv rtainly lose in the enforce- 
ment of the Jaw, for the railroads have clearly in- 
dicated their purpose not to lower the local rate 
but tc ra‘se the competitive rate so as to maintain 
the local. This, you see, would not help those 
treading with the local stations, but injure the 
cc mypetitiye points and offcourse every person buy- 
ibg or selling at those points, 

“The eficct of this would be to benefit the rail- 
roeds at first, but they foresee trouble in the future 
with a)l the dangers to their interests growing out 
of hostility from their patrons which would proba- 
bly lead to further vexatious and complicated leg- 
isiation.’’; ; 

“What benefits do you anticipate from the law?’ 

‘*Y think the abolition of rebates in every form 
wiil be a great advantage to the business mein geén- 
eiallv. It will give fair play and willnot placethe 
‘pail Luyers at the  disadvautage under 
Which they too often labor now. But the great 
Lenefit thatI anticipate from the law is its moral 
eficct, The railroads ofthe country know that 
their business is now scrutinized by an able aud 
fair com missicen, and thev will be careful to com- 
mit ne «excesses, for if they did so, the necessary 
remcdies would atonce be applied Jt will also 
giye satisfaction to the people, and will tend 
10 stop much of the unreason- 
able suspicion and distrust which 
now cfien prevail as to the conduct of the rail- 
roads, Where genuine abuses occur they will be 
investigated andcorrected. Thechronic grumbler 
will have no foothold for he 1s easily stopped by a 
reminder that if he knows of any abuse he should 
report it tothe commission. The existenc3 of the 
commission will therefore prove advantageous in 
correcting abuses which exist, in deterring rail- 
roads from instituting new abuses,and last, but not 
least In keeping the railroads trom being suc- 
e sstully abused by persons;who have some spite 
to gratity in arraying public sentiment against the 
10acs,”’ 

THE MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

At § 20 o'clock there was a largely attended meet- 
ing in the reading room of the Kimball house. 
This gathering was composed of all the representa- 
tives of the chambers of commerce, boards of trade, 
miii owners and manufacturers, and all others 
except the railway men, none of whom participated 
in the meeting, 

Colonel J. F. Hanson, of Macon, was asked to 
preside, and Mr. M, M. Welch, of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, was reques.ed te perform 
the duties of the secretary. : 

Upon assuming the chair Colonel Hanson briefly 
s ated the objecis of the meeting. : 

Mr. Welch read the programme, which is pub- 
lished elsewhere in TH CONSTITUTION. 

( overnor Buliock moved that the seise of the 
n ee ing be ascertained as to section four of the in 
erstate commerce act, and he further moved that a 
vo'e be taken onthe following proposition: 

“Resoived, That the present order making a 
temporary suspension of the long and short haul 


ecction be made permanent by the commission.” © 


The vote on this resolution wastaken by calling 
the roll, each delegation casting a vote. 

When the name of Chattanooga was reached the 
chaiiman of the delegation from that town stated 
that he would vote affirmatively with certain moddi- 
fications, which would be explained to the com- 
missioners at their first meeting. 

When Opelika was called it wasstated by the 
spokesman of the delegation that the members 
were undecided how to vote. 

All the others voted for the resolution, which 
was adopted by a practically unanimons vote. 

The Hon W. A. Little, of Columbus, remarked, 
in reply to a question, that he understood the rule 


of proceedure which the commissioners hai , 


adopted was that the suspension of the 
long and short haul clause applied to the 
territory traversed by the lines of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association. It was upon 
their petition that the temporary suspension of the 
reid section was ordered, and it is for them to now 
make good their case. It is a casein courtin 
which the Southern Railway and Steamship asso- 
ciation are plaintiffs. Now, if we can aid them 
by s ny testimony we can adduce, it appears to me 
that we should not hesitate to come to their assist- 
ance. We all evidently are in favor of the perma 
nent suspension of this fourth section, as was evi- 
deuecd by the vote just taken. 

Major Hanson asked Mr. Little to occupy the 
Said he: “Judg- 
ing by the vote taken upon this question, there is 
no difference ef opinion as to tne desirability of 
the commission making permanent the temporary 
suspenion of the _ lon short haul 
rection. I think resolution 
when it shall be com- 
mission should be supplemented by a strong 
memoria). This state of affairs which now exisis 
is one cf the most remarkable things which ever 
was brought before the people. Here we see that 
the railways are opposing and fighting against the 
enforcement of alaw which forces them to ia- 
crease their rates. And here are the people to aid 
them in this fight against the law. 1 am convinced 
that this meeting should draw up a memorial, giv- 
ing reasons and facts, which should be presented 
to the commission when the resolution just 
edopted shall be presented to them.” 

Judge Christian, of Richmond, Va.. acquiesced

The Hunter street approach to Oakland ceme- 
od was the scene, yesterday, of a terrible acci- 

ent, , 

The sidewalks along the entire length of Hunter 
street were thronged, during the afternoon, with 
people gathered to witness the Memorial Day pro- 
ce-tion, aud at and near the entrance to the ceme- 
tery, where Gullatt street crosses Hunter, the 
crowd was very large.
